OF all the caflern Caliph stbs: governed in Spain, nong 
weré more diltioguifhea for valor, policy, and magnig. 
cence, than Abdoulrahman 11, Though he was conto. 
ally mvolved in wer, the lumptuous [plendor of -bis court 
and his edifices was fuperio: to any thing the world had 
feen before. He built a new city at the diflance of abou 
thice miles from Corduba which he called Zetia, the 
name of a favorne female flave. Here, likewife, he 
ereéted a palace, the grandeur and beau y of which could 
hardly be equalled. I: wes built: by one of the mof 
fkilful architects on Conflantinople, which cuy was. at 
that time (abou «he middle of the temb ceniury,) the feat 
of {ciences and five arts, lo sms palace were a shouland 
and fourteen columos ot Spancth and African mai bie one. 
teen of Tialiao marble, and one hundred and twenty, feat 
by the Greek emperor, of exiraordioary beauty The fa. 
loan, called the caliph's faloon, was rich beyond expref. 
fion. The walls were of the Gnelt marble, aod the orna- 
meats of pure gold lw the middle of the faloon wasa 
ma:bie bafon, furrounded wih various fipures of buds aad 
beatls that \nrew up the warer. All hele figures were of 
gold, and edowed wih pearls and all kiuds of precious 
tlones The befon itielf was made at Conitantmopie, sad 
the figures exccuted by the ablefi anifls there, Above it 
hung the tamous pearl which the Emperor Leo fea to 
Abdoulahmaa The oihe: apariments of tins palace were 
proportionably fuperb, and equally expreffed the tafte and 
mayznificence of their matier. Ie the middie of the roye 
al ga dens ftood a grand pavilion, where toe caliph ufled to 
repole aher the fangues of huwing, It was fapporied by 
pillars of the whitelt marble, The cetling (parkled with 
the wailed iplendons of gold, polifhed tleel, and precious 
ftones; bac the moft extraordinary thing about it wasa 
bafun, filled with waves of quickfilver inflead of water, 
which whea the fun fhone upon it, produced fuch a 
brightnefs as the eye could not bear to look upon, 

Yet, notwithtanding this profufion of beauty and mag. 
nificence, Abdoulrahmen was far from being happy ; 4s 
will appear from the following curious memorial, which 
was writen by himfelf, aod found afier his death :------ 

* From the firft moment of my reign to the prelent 
time, I have kept an exa& account of thofe days in which 
I enjoyed trae and vemixed pleaiure ; and I Gad-thet the 
number does not exceed fourteen.--Moriels! confider what 
this world is, and what-value we fhould fet upon the 
pleafures that it offers, Nothing feemed to be wanting to 
my felicity ; Thad wesl b, honors, and, to fay ail in one 
word, fovereign powers---Feared and refpefed by con- 
temporary princes, who envied my happinefs, were jeal- 
ous of my glory, and courted my friendfhip, Fifty years 
have galled fince I alcended the throne ; and, in that long 
{pace of ume, it is with difficulty I cao make out foure 
teen days whole courfe was dammterrapted by any infeli- 
city.”

R1OT AT THE STATE PRISON. 





From a report made to the Infpeétors of the State Prifon, 
by Capt, Pray the principal keeper, it appears that Daniel 
M‘ Donald, who was conviéted at Albany for horfe iteal- 
ing, aud femenced to feven years hard labor in the State 
Prifon, was the riagleader in the attempt of the Piifoners 
to efcape trom that building on Monday leh. On one of 
the keepers going into the Shoemakers apartment that 
afternoon, he was infermed of their intentions by M* Don- 
ald who affured bim that be fhou!d not be hurt; that he 
had been uejually ponifhed, and that he would efcape over 
the Walls of the prifon that night. Several of the Prifon- 
ers had then proceeded to put their plan into execution ; 
but it appears that they were by no mesons geuerally dis 
poled to follow the example of their leader, On the ri- 
oters entering the yard, th- imiths and nailers at work 
there, almoft to a maa reluted to join them; but came tor 
waid tothe keepers, and offered to protest them at the 
rilgue of their lives, Oa the alarm being given, the guard 
of the prifon flood rzady to oppofe them. The prifo- 
ners were thea mouating the wall by the help ofa fcoffold, 
and on the guards calling thcon to defilt, they in revure 
received very ebufive Janguaze ; and had brick bats and 
hammers thrown at them, 

Fioding that coercive meafures mult be taken, they 
fired, aod kitted Ifiac Lyile, from Wathington county, 
who at the inftant of the Grivg put his head out of o win- 
dow, tho’ not concerned in the riot; morally wounded a 
man by the oame of Joho Palmer (fince dead), aod woun- 
ded three others, viz, Henry Maffeaburg,-----Gilbest, 
aod David Buck, all of them dangeroufly. During the 
hot, the prijoners iet fire to one of the rooms, but it was 
Ful out before any injury had beeo fuitained. 

The following account of a moft barbarous and atro- 
cious robbery has been communicated for publication by 
reipe€table gentleman at Williamfport, Pennfyivania, 
The unhappy fufferer is a young lady, about eighteen 
years of age, by the name of Esruzrn M’Dowa rt.
